The 
guild committees will have local autonomy, 
but will be affiliated to a common adminis- 
trative body. It is proposed that local 
authorities shall enable the guilds to meet 
current expenditure by putting sums. of 
money at their credit in the banks, retain- 
ing about 24 per cent. for contingencies. 
This bold experiment in advanced 
Socialism will arouse widespread interest. 
We are about .to learn whether Labour 
really can dispense so easily as it 
imagines with the experience and finan- 
cial: resdurces of the organising and 
executive classes. Certainly the Man- 
chester conference has chosen good ground 
for the attempt. The housing problem is 
so acute, and the Government hitherto 
has made such a mess of it, that, if
